NEW HOUSE, NEW MATERIALS 
I here's very little conventional about 
this new house going up in Ross except, 
like thousands ol others, it is being built 
to be lived in.

“We can’t have m iserable and

m any years and correct it all in 
a m onth.” 
NOT BY CRONY 
The governor emphasized at a 
press conference th a t he will not 
tolerate 
“governm ent 
by 
crony 
and by gift.” The ABC D epart­ 
m ent in recent weeks has fired a 
num ber 
of 
liquor 
a g e n t s 
on 
charges of shaking down license- 
holders for gifts. <See story on 
page two.) 
K night said Col. K enneth Leitch,

constitutional provision on food 
in bars to determ ine where to 
draw the line between a full- 
fledged restaurant and a bar with :

Just as most people suspected, 
traffic and parking problems were 
the biggest headaches of 1954 for 
San Rafael police. 
Accidents of all types—spectacu­ 
lar, dram atic and just plain sim ­ 
ple—took the lives of three per­ 
sons and injured 44 others w ithin 
the city during the year. The year 
before, only one person was killed 
in a crash. 
A total of 473 accidents occurred 
in the same period and 8,336 tick­ 
ets were handed out for parking 
violations. 
These are a few of the facts 
contained in the annual report of 
Police Chief Frank Kelly. “On the 
w hole we’re in pretty good “shape,”

respects the black 
men or Bantu are better built for 
the heavy, hot work in the mines 
than the whites. Dr. G. T 
du 
Toit told the American Academy 
of Orthopedic Surgeons. 
Dr. du Toit works for an in­ 
dustry-wide gold mining organiza­ 
tion 
which 
uses 
about 
400.000 
B antu and abouf 40.000 whites. 
One outstanding physical differ­ 
ence. the surgeon reported, is in 
knee structure. The B antu knee is 
better for sprinting, he said, be­ 
cause it is somewhat more prim i­ 
tive than the white m an’s knee, 
which is superior for standing. 


This difference. Dr. du Toit re­ 
ported. is due to the fact th at the ; 
Bantu leg does not straighten out 
completely when it is put forward 
in walking or running, but re­ 
mains slightly flexed. The white 
leg,

added, 
straightens 
out 
even beyond a straight line, with 
ihe knee acting like a hinge th at 
allows a door to open a little too 
far. The white knee locks and u n ­ 
locks from this position at each 
step. 
This causes a delay th at 
makes the white m an run slower 
than the *black.

This is sound advice, for sugar 
generates the production of enamel 
destroying acid. Some substitutes 
for in-between meal snacks might 
be celery, carrots, fresh fruits, pop­ 
corn and milk rather than candies, 
cookies and sugar sweetened bev­ 
erages. 
Second, Just as important, Is 
good tooth brushing habit and 
technique. The teeth should be 
brushed after each meal. The u p ­ 
per teeth brushed downward from 
the gum 
line; 
the lower teeth 
brushed upward 
from the gum 
line. Work the bristles between 
the teeth on the inside and out­ 
side of the teeth. Then the brush 
should be worked over the chewing 
surfaces of the teeth.

THE G O LDEN PEAKS 
Thinking Citizens Will Back 
Gov. Knight's Tax Proposals 


T here is reason to believe that the fi­ 


nances of the State of California are N O T 


in an altogether sound position. 


Certainlv it would be almost impossible 


for a person to get his private business or 


personal finances into the position that we 


citizens haxe put our state. T o get our per­ 


sonal affairs into the same shape as our state 


goxernment, we would h a\e to be making 


payments on a lot of time purchases and 


current living expenses that total more than 


our income. 


Since even the most enthusiastic salesman 


w ould be reluctant to take our down p a y ­ 


ment on some new purchase under those cir­ 


cumstances, it w ould—as we say—be almost 


impossible to get our prixate affairs into such 


a situation. 


But we citizens have done som ething 


about like that with the finances of our state 
government. W e froze into our constitution 


—by our \ o t e —a lot of regular payments that 


we cannot now avoid. Am ong these is the 


staggering cost of "state aid" to our public 


schools, the costs of "aid" to the aged and 


innum erable other similar fixed payments. 
As a result, when Gov. Knight submitted 


a $1.5 billion budget to the legislatuie, only 


a small fraction of it represented costs over 


which he and or the legislature have any 


control. Most of the costs of state govern­ 


ment are fixed payments, frozen into our 
constitution by vote of the people. 


T here is nothing new about this situation. 
For years Gov. Warren went about the state 


calling it to people’s attention, warning that 


exeptually there would be a day of painful 
reckoning. 


Since the day of reckoning hasn’t vet ar­ 


rived, all too manv people have ignored the 
inevitability of its coming. 


N o w it looks like the inevitable day may 
be at hand. 


Gov. Knight's recent budget message to 


the legislature contained, as we said, pro­ 


vision for the spending of about $1.5 billion 


dollars during the com ing fiscal year, despite 


his all-out efforts—well known to all of us— 


to a n expenditures to the bone. (The pro­ 


portion that he or the legislature ha\e anv 


authority to cut is just too small.) 


And with the state’s present tax structure, 
the outlook is that o n lv about $1.4 billion 
will be coming into the state treasurv. 


T his means that our state treasury would 


have to put out about $100 m illion more 


than it is expected to take in next vear. 


As we said in the beginning, that does 


H A L BOYLE'S C O L U M N 


N O T constitute an altogether sound posi­ 
tion. 


And it isn’t something that the legislature 


and or the goxernor can readily or easily 


remedy, as we explained. 


T h e legislature and the governor, then, 


haxe little or no choice but to make the best 
of it. 


It was with this in mind, we ate sure, that 
Gov. Knight (taking a leaf from Eail War­ 


ren’s book) proposed new taxes on liquor, 


tobacco and horse-race betting. 


1 hese taxes would put an estimated $70 


m illion into the state treasury which could 


be added to a $30 m illion surplus, carried 


oxer from earlv post war xears, to meet the 
expected expenses. 


1 his seems like an easy enough "wav out,” 


but unfoitunately there are complicating 
factors. 


N ot the least of these is that liquor, to­ 


bacco and horse-race betting interests aren’t 


going to accept new taxes without an argu­ 
ment. 


1 his argument will, among other things, 


take the form of pressure from lobbyists on 


legislators to xote against the tax increases 


and exen, perhaps, attempts to persuade the 
governor that he should back off from in­ 


sistence on their adoption. 


Battle lines already liaxe been drawn. 


Some organized labor groups, tor instance 
are on record as opposed to tobacco tax in­ 


creases. 
Presumably 
the 
bartenders, 
beer 


truck drixers and others will push for simi­ 


lar declarations in opposition to incieased 
liquor taxes. 


Similarly, xve rather imagine that some 


business and industry groups will be per­ 


suaded bv tobacco and liquor interests to 


oppose heavier taxes of tobacco and liquor 


businesses and industries. 


But the money must come from some­ 
where. 


T h e proposed tobacco taxes would be in 


line with similar measures in oilier states. 


T h e alcohol tax increases would still leaxe 


California rates xvcll under the national av­ 
erage. 


And xve don’t know of a better place to 


•pick up a few more tax dollars than by tak­ 


ing a little heavier cut of horse-race betting 
funds. 


W e know our goxernor will stand firm. 


W e hope our legislators will stand firm. W e 


know that the xast majority of thinking citi­ 


zens will hack these nexv tax proposals to 


avoid fiscal chaos in our state goxernment. 


Experts Are 'Expertizing' Rest 


Of Us Into Bemuddled Confusion 


NEW YORK (JP) — Curbstone 
reflections of a pavement Plato: 
Would you hire a plumber who 
told you he could get hot and 
cold water from the same fau­ 
cet? 
Probably not, unless every pipe 
in your house had burst and all 
the other plumbers had gone to 
an out-of-town convention. You 
wouldn't have any faith in the 
guy. 


B IT IN OTHER 
lines 
th an 
plumbing, ranging from psychi­ 
atry to international diplomacy, 
there have arisen specialists who 
find It no trick at all to get hot 
and cold water from the same 
faucet. 


Our century has seen the de­ 
cline of the handy 
man. 
who 
could handle almost any task, 
and the rise of the cult of the 
specialist. Offhand I can think of 
only two kinds of handy men 
left—wives and bus drivers. 
Everybody 
else 
appears 
to 
want to be a specialist. A spe­ 
cialist has been defined as *‘one 
who knows more and more about 
less and less.” 


BUT MUCH OF the befud- 
dlement of modern man comes 
from the fact he leans for guid­ 
ance on specialists who disagree 
among themselves on every point 
except one—th at they are all 
specialists. Is there any wonder 
then th at educators worry about 
w hat they call an “anti-intellec­ 
tual” trend in this country? 


Is it because the specialists are 
letting the common man down, 
and he 
is 
therefore 
rebelling 
against them? 


Specialization is a fine idea in 
Itself. 
Man's 
knowledge 
tias 
grown tremendously. It has been 
estimated (probably by a spe­ 
cialist in such matters! that no 
hum an brain, not even a H ar­ 
vard sophomore's, can hold more 
than one millionth of all the 
known facts. 


THE QUESTION is whether 
we are not in danger of getting 
over-specialized. Are we concen­ 
trating so hard in learning all 
about the little trees we bump 
into in our daily life th a t we 
aren't learning enough about the

great big terrible forest we all 
live in together? 


Certainly the ordinary m an— 
and any man today is ordinary 
outside his own speciality — is 
getting more and more bewil­ 
dered.

opinion to guide him. But often 
it works the other way. The ex­ 
perts only confuse and baffle 
him. 


FOR 
THE 
EXPERTS 
and 
specialists quarrel among them ­ 
selves over the real meaning of 
any set of facts or figures. The 
plain citizen is still left asking, 
“W hat is true? Who is right?” 


A husband shoots down his 
wife’s lover in a fit 
of 
pique, 
jealousy or perhaps because the 
cheap scoundrel wouldn't pay his 
fair share toward the rent. The 
husband pleads insanity. 


‘ Was the husband in his right 
mind or was he nutty as a pecan 
orchard?” T h at is all the m an 
in the street wants to know. 


BUT HE NEVER finds out for 
sure. The experts take over. An 
alienist for the state says he was 
sane, an alienist for the defense 
says he was not either, that even 
his wife knew the guy was a 
moron when she married him. 


Whether the husband is re ­ 
warded with the electric chair 
or a TV role on “This is Your 
Life,” the m an in the street feels 
cheated. He has been alienated 
by the alienists. Maybe we need 
to develop an expert on experts 
in each field, a specialist on spe­ 
cialists. 


This kind of guy 
should 
be 
something of an intellectual boss 
plumber. He should 
call 
the 
experts together and tell them, 
“All right boys, let's get down 
to brass tacks, and quit trying 
to get hot and cold water out of 
the same faucet. Otherwise the 
common man is going to lose all 
faith in us specialists and start 
depending on 
his 
own 
horse 
sense again. And where would

Legislators Asked To Finance 


Study Of 'Gifted' School Pupils 


SACRAMENTO (CN8) — Two 
measures before the California 
Legislature, if enacted into law, 
in all probability will do much 
toward shaping the future of 
education in this state with re­ 
gard to the handling of so-called 
“gifted” children. 
These are identical 
bills 
by 
Senator Hugh 
P. 
Donnelly 
of 
Turlock, chairm an of the Sen­ 
ate Education Committee, and 
Assembyman 
Carlos 
Bee. 
of 
Hayward, a freshman legislator 
who 
formerly 
was 
a 
school 
teacher in th at Alameda County 
confmunity, and is aware of the 
neglect of the gifted child in 
California's 
educational 
pro­ 
gram. 


THE BILLS PROVIDE for an 
appropriation of $132,000 for the 
State Departm ent of Education 
to carry on a pilot study of ed­ 
ucating the gifted 
child. 
The 
program, 
according 
to George 
Hogan, deputy director of the 
department. Ls slated for* three 
years, with the first year to con­ 
sume only $40,000 of the total 
requested. 
As a stop gap. Senator Don­ 
nelly has another measure in, 
calling for only the first year’s 
appropriation in the event the 
financial situation of the state 
treasury will not allow encum ­ 
bering the 
entire 
amount 
of 
funds for 
the 
1955-56 
fiscal 
year. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, 
I F 
t h e 
funds are appropriated and the 
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program gets under 
xvay, 
the 
D epartm ent of 
Education will 
look over the program on gifted 
children under xvay In San Diego 
County, and consider an excel­ 
lent brochure given to teachers 
in th a t county by the board of 
education. 
* 
The brochure is directed spe­ 
cifically to the problem of edu­ 
cating gifted children, and ac­ 
cording to a preface written by 
Cecil D. Hardesty, “much more 
needs to be done for those chil­ 
dren who know the work of their 
grade level before it is taught, 
or who ‘see through’ the prob­ 
lems almost before the discus­ 
sion starts.” 
“In view of the fact that the 
gifted 
young 
people 
in 
our 
schools today” Hardesty says, 
“are potentially the most cre­ 
ative. most imaginative and most 
inventive members of society, we 
have a major responsibility to 
provide them with educational 
experiences th at stimulate all 
.their varied interests, challenge 
all their abilities, and encour­ 
age them in all ways to xvork ‘o 
the upper limit of their capaci­ 
ties.” 


IT IS POINTED OUT t h a t 
too often, the gifted child 
s 
kept busy by 
dusting 
erasers, 
washing 
chalkboards, 
cleaning 
the teacher’s supply room, tak ­ 
ing notes to the office and per­ 
forming 
other 
tasks th a t are 
designed to use their time, and 
keep them out of the teacher's 
way. 
Studies 
in 
the 
county, 
the 
brochure says, Indicate th a t two 
to five per cent of the pupils 
“are not being challenged ade­ 
quately by current school pro­ 
grams.” 
“They 
represent 
a 
typical 
cross section of the population, 
showing a rather even distri­ 
bution as to sex, race, nation­ 
ality and urban or rural dwell­ 
ing,” says the brochure, thus in ­ 
dicating that previous conten­ 
tions of Roy E. Simpson, State 
Superintendent 
of 
Public 
In ­ 
struction, th a t special instruc­ 
tion for the gifted had no place 
in a democratic school system, 
are somewhat without founda­ 
tion. 
Sponsors of the Donnelly and 
Bee measures feel they will have 
an uphill battle to convince some 
of the members of the Legisla­ 
ture that the bills are necessary 
at this time. The argument, how­ 
ever that the state spends mil­ 
lions of dollars, and for the most 
part justifiably >o. for aid *o re­ 
tarded pupils, will b 
used. So 
why not a few thousands for the 
gifted? 


it should not be abolished but 
should be eliminated in cases of 
admission and of pacific settle­ 
m ent of disputes.

sembly. Today’s one vote per n a ­ 
tion amounts to disproportionate 
power 
in 
the 
small 
nations, 
creating a “small power veto,” 
which is significant though less 
publicized th an the “great power 
veto.” 


The approach to this problem 
which we favor is “regionalism,” 
by which the world would be 
divided into about nine regions, 
each 
containing 
approximately 
equal population and. if at all 
possible, each 
containing 
one 
democratic nation. Each region 
would hold h s own convention, 
to which 
delegates 
would 
be 
elected on a population basis. 
But from each such convention, 
delegates to 
the 
UN 
General 
Assembly would be elected in 
equal numbers. Thus population 
would determine representation 
only indirectly.

Pacific Against Communist Asia 


WASHINGTON iff) — If the 
Red Chinese captured Formosa 
they would not only break the 
American defense line in the far 
Pacific but micht go eventually 
to isolate all eastern Asia and 
drive American forces back to 
Hawaii. 
The Chinese Communists’ cap­ 
ture of Formosa would not e n ­ 
danger the United States in the 
sense 
that, 
once 
there, 
they 
could launch an attack on this 
country. The dancer to the U nit­ 
ed States would be long range. 


THERE ARE THREE reasons 
—military, political and psycho­ 
logical—for the Eisenhower ad ­ 
ministration to announce Amer­ 
ican determination 
to 
defend 
Formosa from 
attack 
by 
the 
Chinese Communists. 
The American defense line — 
intended to keep 
the 
Russian 
and Chinese Communists from 
grabbing another inch of P a ­ 
cific territory — now runs down 
the east coast of Asia this way: 
From the Aleutians through 
Japan, then to Okinawa where 
this country has a big air base, 
on to Formosa and then to the 
Philippines. This 
country 
has 
close 
ties 
with 
Japan, 
with 
Chiang 
Kai-shek’s 
Nationalists 
on Formosa, and with the Phil­ 
ippines. 


BELOW THE Philippines, and 
lying off the southeast coast of 
Asia, are the big but scattered 


islands of Indonesia, where the 
Communists have been seeking 
power, so far unsuccessfully. 
When the Japanese made war 
on this country, they struck at 
the Philippines from Formosa, 
which 
they 
then 
held, 
and 
moved down on to Indonesia. 
Formosa is about 
220 
miles 
from the Philippines, about 350 
from Okinawa, and about 700 
from Japan. If the Red Chinese 
got Formosa, jet bombers would 
menace America’s defences and 
its allies north and south. 
The Reds might not have to 
make a military attack on the 
Philippines or on Japan. Their 
prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the 
Filipinos to resist Red Chinese 
pressure from within and with­ 
out m ight weaken, 
if 
not 
at 
once, then later. 


THE COMMUNISTS in Indo- 
nena would also be strengthened. 
Unless the United States ear­ 
ned through on its pledge to de­ 
fend Formosa against the Chi­ 
nese Communists, it could h ard ­ 
ly m aintain in the eyes of Asians 
its pre: ent position of Western 
leadership. 


And if Japan, Formosa, the 
Philippines and Indonesia should 
fall to 
the 
Communists, 
this 
country’s defense line in the P a­ 
cific would be forced back to 
Hawaii. All eastern Asia would 
be under Red control.

Stock-Splitting Popular 
With Firm's Share Holders

NEW 
YORK 
(>P) — Stock 
splitting is always popular with 
the shareholders. 
And a 
bull 
m arket often leads to a wave of 
stock splitting. 
But 
directors 
usually 
have 
something else 
in 
mind 
than 
just 
pleasing 
the stockholders 
when they split stock, as direct­ 
ors of U.S. Steel Corp. proposed 
last week. 
The reason they usually give 
publicly, in the words of the 
Big Steel announcement, is th at 
they 
believe 
“the 
proposed 
change will result in wider dis­ 
tribution of the stock and make 
it more readily available for in­ 
vestment purposes.” 


O F T E N — ALTHOUGH not 
necessarily in the case of U.S. 
Steel—other considerations may 
play a large part. 
For one thing, making 
two 
stocks grow’ where but one did 
before also splits the per share 
earnings. 
When profits are 
good 
and 
promise 
to 
rise 
higher, 
the 
smaller per share earning state­ 
m ent 
attracts 
less 
attention 
from labor leaders looking for 
reasons to seek a pay boost, or 
from 
customers 
thinking 
the 
profit margins are too high, or 


from inquiring politicians point­ 
ing a finger at “big business” — 
or so some company director* 
feel. 
Doubling the number of out­ 
standing shares also tends — at 
least theoretically — to split the 
m arket price of a single share. 
T h at also is supposed to improve 
public 
relations, 
since 
high- 
priced stock is often associated 
in the public mind with evidence 
of “bigness,” and the public is 
often skittish about “big busi­ 
ness” getting too big. 


USUALLY, STOCK 
splitting 
doesn’t cjit the price 
in 
two, 
however. Theoretically, a two- 
for-one stock split means th a t 
each new share represents only 
half as much in the ownership 
of a company’s assets as the old 
share did. So, theoretically, the 
price of the split share should 
be just half what the old share'* 
price xvas. 
Actually, stock splits tend to 
send prices up. 
Last year 34 stocks listed on 
the Nexv York Stock Exchang® 
were split in a ratio of two-for- 
one or better (seven splits wer® 
t h r e e-for-one». 
The 
biggest 
postwar year for stock split« was 
in 1946, when 74 were voted. Th® 
average since the war has been 
35 splits a year.

3 R's Still Their Duty 


D.A., Sheriff Clash 
Over New Job 


Apparently 
today’* 
educators 
still believe that the “three R ’s”— 
reading, writing and ’rithmetic— 
are the unique responsibility 
of 
educators. 
At least this was the point ham ­ 
mered home during last Friday’s 
teacher institute 
at 
Richardson 
Bay School in Sausaiito 
by 
Dr. 
Catherine Bishop. 
Dr. 
Bishop, 
curriculum director 
at 
Walnut 
Creek and reading consultant in 
Stockton schools, pointed out that 
teachers must not minimize the 
fact that education begins at home. 
Educators, she said, must also gi\e 
back to the home more respons­ 
ibility in the educational process. 
Health education, thrift, spiritual 
development, the worthy use of 
leisure time and satisfactory home 
membership are the primary re­ 
sponsibility of a child’s home, she 
said. Reading for interpretation, 
comprehension and action, on the 
other hand, are the responsibility 
of the schools. 
Also, Dr Bi>hop 
emphasized, the schools are charg­ 
ed with teaching writing for com­ 
munication and arithmetic so that 
a child can live his life adequately.

Just living life 
writes such full pages every day. 
No, I never had a major operation, 
but I did go to the hospital to 
have one of my babies. The others 
wpre born at home, including the 
twins.
